It seems to us that the best tuethod to pursue iu settling the 
various anil vexatious public utility controversies, which have been 
waged in Mays /ille tot some time past, is that of making a concise, but 
complete statement covering the entire situation. 

This we shall do and, as it will require several of these Talks, 
we ask you to pay close attention to what we have to say. It concerns 
the welfare of the entire city . 

We stated in yesterday's Talk, that the recent ordiiianco provid- 
ing for the t'sta))li8hiiient of a municipal gas and electric plant, was a po- 
litical move, into which personal feeiini^ entered to some extent. 

For a j<ood many years, there has been a certain element of the 
public which has been antagonistic to this company and to those" inter* 
ested in it. 

We believe this attitude to be due more than anything else, to a 
lack of understanding of our methods and motives. 

And, perhaps, we are, to a certain extent, resj^onsible for thi» 
misunderatandi Dg. 

You see, the tendency of the times is for public service corpora.- 
tions to advertise themselves and to kee]> themselves always in the pab- 
lie eye. 

We have not done this: We have proceeded with our own 
business in our own way, without noise or osteutatioD, trusting tbat the 
service would speak for itself. 

Apparently our ideas on this subject were mistaken, or else— 
The present misunderstanding x* willful and has an ulterior motive. 
We do not like to V^elieve this. 

However, if a plain, frank statement of fact will clear the atmoi> 
phere,'then certainly it will be cleared when we are through— 

For we intend to go into the matter from the beginning and tell 
you a number of things we have done for the city which certain of you> 
do not — or do not want to — appreciate. 

We are not going to be particularly modest abont it eithefr but 
W6 intend that yon aball become aoqvainted with tbe faets.
